1* Ttar the purpose of this study, a permilitary operation is con- 
sidered to be one vfaich by Its tactics end its requirements In nilitary- 
tjpe personnel, eqplpneat and training ^proxlaates a conventional 
military operation. It may be undertaken in support of an existing 
government friendly to the U.S. or In support of a rebel group seeking 
to overthrew a government hostile to us. She U.S. nay render assistance 
to such operations overtly, covertly or by a caoefblaation of both methods* 
Za size these operations asy rary ftraa the Infiltration of a squad of 
guerrillas to a ailitary operation snob as the Often invasion. Die snail 
operations nill often fall eonvletely i&thia the nonal capability of one 
agency; the large ones may affeet 8tate # Defense, <^, USIA and possibly 
other dspailimsnts and agencies. 

2* Za order to conduct paramilitary operations vith wrrljmm effective- 
mss and flexibility within the context of the Cold War, it is reoHsnended 
that current directives and procedures be aodificd to effect the following:

presented to the Strategic Ssaourees Group for initial consideration 
and for approval as necessary by the President. Thereafter, the SBO 
«U1 assign pxinary responsibility for planning, for laterdepertusnt 
coordination and for execution to the Task Faroe, department or indi- 
vidual beet ^palified to carry forvard 1J^ operation to success, and 
will indicate supporting responsibilities, ttader this principle, the 
Department of Defease will nomally receive responsibility for overt para- 
military operations* Where such an operation is to be elially covert or 
disavossbie, it any be esslgwd to CIA, provided that it la vithfta the 
aoaal capabilities of the agency. Any large paramilitary operation 
iibolly or partly covert iihich recjoiw 
terlly txaftsrt personnel, a 

noamal GXA-oentrolled stocks and/or military coqperlenee of a kind and 
level peculiar to the iteasd Services is properly the priasxy responsi- 
bility of the Department of Defense witdi the CIA in a supporting role.
